London, Sept* 6.— A new clash be- 
tweeen England and France is de­ 
veloping with German indemnity as 
the chief issue at stake. 
The conflict 
over the reparations 
threatens an 
acute domestic situation as well as 
a new international crisis, it was de­ 
clared by officials today. 
France, by her action on German 
reparations payments has complicated 
the financial plans of the British gov­ 
ernment. 
England had expected the repara­ 
tions plan of the allies (drawn up a 
few weeks ago) to become effective 
at once and Austen Chamberlain, had 
written into the British budget 
the 
sums which England expected to re­ 
ceive from Germany. 
Premier Briand of France, has upset 
these plans- 
It now develops that the last m eet­ 
ing of the supreme council was not 
only sterile on Upper Silesia but that 
the subsequent 
financial 
agreement 
has been discarded by France. 
British 
officials 
charge 
Premier 
Bnand of Fiance refused to submit 
to the French chamber of deputies the 
inter-allied agreement because France 
has arranged payments directly from 
Germany 
through 
M. 
Loucheur. 
French minister of liberated regions 
and Herr Rathenau, minister of recon­ 
struction in the German cabinet. 
Senator Doumer. the French min­ 
ister of finance, had accepted the al­ 
lied plan for distribution of German 
indemnity although it provided pay­ 
ments 
to 
other 
countries 
before 
France. 
When this agreem ent was 
handed to Premier Briand he refused 
to accept it on behalf of France and 
refused to submit it to the chamber of 
deputies. 
In the meantime conferences were 
going on between Herr Rathenau and 
M. Loucher, and as a result of these 
“direct action’’ conferences, and in 
consequence of the rejection of the al­ 
lied plan for distribution of indemnity 
it is claimed by British officials that 
France will receive more 
and 
Eng­ 
land will receive less th a i had been 
agreed upon originally- 
As the situation stands at present 
England and Italy are in line and are 
supposed to have drawn closer to Ger­ 
many in a commercial way because 
of their opposition to French pres' 
sure upon Germany. 
However, Ger­ 
many is accused of giving France pre* 
fercnce in reparations payments de­ 
spite the amicable attitude of the An- 
plo-Italian statesm en.

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THE “STATUS” OF OUR RELATIONS WITH MEXI(X). 


President Obregon’s statement in his address to the Mexican 
Congress regarding the signing of a treaty 
with the 
United 
States reversed the optimistic view that had been taken in Wash­ 
ington of Mexican relations, after it was announced that the 
Mexican Supreme Court had declared Article XXVII of the Con­ 
stitution could not be applied retroactively. 
President Obregon’s pronouncement was interpreted as a 
crisis in the pending negotiations between the two nations as the 
Mexican Chief Executive has contended for some time in the 
interchanges which have been going on that he could not consent 
to sign a treaty unless his Government were first granted recogni­ 
tion by the United States. 
He informed the State Department 
some weeks ago that, without recognition, he was not possessed 
of the constitutional authority to make a treaty such as proposed 
by this Government. 
The Obregon message means explicitly that there has been no 
progress made in the negotiations which have been carried on be­ 
tween the Mexican Foreign 
Office and Charles T. Summerlin, 
Charge d’Affaires for the last few weeks. 
The draft of a treaty between the two Governments was 
taken to Mexico City by Mr. Summerlin when he left after ex­ 
tended conferences with Secretary Hughes and Henry P. Fletcher, 
under Secretary. After a series of preliminary negotiations 
President Obregon informed Mr. Summerlin that he saw no ob­ 
jections to the treaty or its terms,* but that he would insist on 
recognition of his Government first. 
Members of the Obregon 
Cabinet, who are anti-American in their sympathies, are believed 
to have caused the Mexican President to take that position. They 
convinced him that negotiation of a treaty prior to recognition 
would be disastrous to his Administration and might result in 
his overthrow.
